AGENT ASSAULTED 


Chas. M. Pendleton the Victim 
of a Thug. 


HE WAS ROBBED OF $1.> . 


The Assault Occar r ed Monday For e­ 
noon In the Ticket Office at 
the K afy Depot. 


Chas. M. Pendleton, day ticket 
agent for the M ., K . & T . R ailw ay 
C o., as clever a gentleman as ev^er 
cater ed to the tr aveling public in 
any city, was 
the 
victim 
of a 
br utal assault by an unknown thug 
in the ticket 
office at the Thir d 
str eet depot about lo o’clock M on­ 
day mor ning, but the matter was 
kept as quiet as possible in the 
hope of appr ehending the guilty 
par ty. 
Mr . Pendleton had attended to 
the mor ning tr ains and was stoop 
ing over in the act of opening the 
safe. 
He gave the door a pull, but 
it did not open and he star ted to 
give it a jer k. 
Just at that instant he hear d a 
noise behind him in the office, and 
tur ned his head, after which he r e­ 
member s nothing that occur r ed for 
sever al minutes. 
The matr on at the depot hear d 
gr oans in the ticket office, and, on 
investigating, found Mr . Pendle­ 
ton lying on the floor , with blood 
str eaming fr om a wound an inch 
in length o^^er his r ight eye. 
She called aid at once and Mr . 
Pendleton was assisted to a chair , 
wher e he soon r evived, but was 
unable to explain definitely what 
had happened, although he said he 
believed he had been assaulted by 
someone who had been secr eted in 
the office. 
Besides the gash over his r ight eye, 
which r equir ed a couple of stitches, 
Mr . Pendleton had a lar ge black 
and blue spot back of his r ight ear , 
ther e was a lump on the back c 
his head, and his r ight shoulder is 
still black and blue, as if he hac 
been str uck with a club or other 
weapon while holding up his ar m 
to war d off a blow. 
A fter he had in a measur e r e­ 
gained his composur e, Mr . Pendle­ 
ton looked over his cash, and found 
that thr ee five dollar bills 
missing. 
The 
matter 
was 
r epor ted 
to 
Supt. Davis, and 
at bis r equest 
Mr . E. H. Far ley, tr aveling audi­ 
tor , came her e today to check up 
the office. 
Mr . Pendleton was seen by a 
r epr esentative of the D e m o c r a t 
today and said that wer e it not for 
the fact of tlie $15 being missing 
his injur ies migut be explained on 
the theor y that when he jer ked the 
safe door open it str uck him on 
the head, 
pr oducing the w our d 
over the eye and r ender ing him 
unconscious in 
a 
measur e, after 


which he might 
have stagger ed 
ar ound the r oom and inllicted the 
other hur ts when he fell. 
He says he saw no one in the 
r oom, nor had he any suspicion of 
the pr esence of any one until he 
hear d a noise 
when he went to 
give the safe door a second jer k in 
or der to open it. 
Fifteen 
dollar s 
was 
all 
the 
money the thief could 
have 
se­ 
cur ed without r ummaging the safe, 
which he did not take time to do. 
The supposition is that the thug 
had been watching Mr . Pendleton’s 
movements for sever al days, anc 
knew just when he would be alone 
and the hour at which he would 
tr ansfer his sales money fr om the 
cash dr awer to the safe. 
Mr . Pendleton never lost an hour 
fr om his duties because of the as­ 
sault, and was assisting Mr . Far ley 
this after noon in checking up the 
office.

and dur ing the contr over sy Lanam 
shot Jim Gillock thr ough the body. 
A s Gillock fell 
Lanam shot him 
again thr ough the head and killed 
him. 
Lanam has been ar r ested.

HAB EIGHTY WITNESSES 


Tlie DeáeJise Attempts t<^ Impeach 
the T.e» timony ot William W. 
Shrewsbury . 


A t N e w London, yesterday# Mr. 
Forrest, for ih e prosecution in the 
Tester case, 
announced that 
the 
state rested its case and for the 
first time in thirty years the proof 
against Alexander Jester, accused 
of the murder of 
Gilbert Gates, 
was all in the hands of the jury. 
The state has used eighty w it­ 
nesses, aside from the depositions 
of a number of dead 
witnesses. 
T he case opened, on the part of 
the state, July 9, and nearly four­ 
teen days have been consumed in 
the evidence. 
The case will be in 
the hands of the jury by Saturday 


night. 
A t the close of the state’s testi­ 
mony, 
the defendant’s attorneys 
moved the court to direct the jury 
to .find a verdict 
of not 
guilty, 
basing their motion on their claim 
that the prosecution had failed in 
its direct testimony to establish the 
fact that a crime had been com­ 
mitted or that the defendant was 
guilty of the crime for which he 
had been indicted. 
Judge E b y refused to take the 
case from the jury, and the defense 
asked an adjournment until after­ 
noon to consider who would be the 
first one to give evidence for old 
man Jester. 
The defense opened its side of 
,the case at i 130 o ’clock. 
The first 
move was to impeach the testi­ 
mony of W m . W . Shrewsbury, the 
witness who testified that he saw 
Jester driving along the road near 
Middle Grove with the body of 
Gilbert Gates lying in the wagon 
with blood on his face, and that 
when he attempted to look in the 
wagon Jester ordeied him to go 
aw ay, 
saying that the boy was 


drank. 
The first witness was ex-Attor­ 
ney General D. H. Intyre, of M ex­ 
ico, uncle of Joe S. McIntyre,coun­ 
sel for the defense. 
He testified 
that to the best of his knowledge 
he never knew or heard of \\ m. 
W . Shrewsbury and never had any 
dealings with "him or his brother.

His reputation for truth 
telling was bad, the witness said, 
and he named a number of his 
neighbors who had told him that 
they would not believe Shrews­ 
bury ; that he would get on a drunk 
and paint the town red; that be 
was a bad citizen, because he got 
drunk.

WHAT POWERS WILL DO. 


It* Ministers Are Alive Tiiey Will Ac­ 


cept uasli Indemnity for the 


Recent Outrages. 


L o n do n , July 25.— T h e foreign 


office has received a dispatch from 


the British consul at Tien Tsin, 


dated Saturday, 
July 21, 
stating 


that he had just received a letter 


from Sir Claude M acDonald, B rit­ 


ish minister at P ekin g, and dated 


Tuly 4, appealing for relief. There 


were enough provisions at the lega­ 


tion to 
last a fortnight, the letter 


said, but the garrison was unequal 


to the task of holding out against a 


determined attack for many days, 


there had been forty-four 
deaths 


and about 
double 
that 
number 


wounded. 
Sir Claude 
M a cD o n a ld ’ s 
mes­ 


sage is regarded in London as only 


a preclude to the absolute confirma­ 


tion of the massacre. 
This is the 


opinion also of the Japanese 
min­ 


ister here.

gest that the British minister’s dis­ 


patch was held back and released 


about the same time as Mr.
